ANOTHEk of lliose occau mysteries that 
Ovate u niversal fear and anxiety is reported 
The ocean steamer Danmark, which sailed 
from Christiansand, Norway, March 26th 
witli 700 people on board, lias been fou nd at 
sea a floating wreck, withou t a sou l left to 
tell the story ot her disaster. 
The only hope 
of those whose friends were on board is that 
she might have been passed by another ship 
and her passengers and crew rescu ed. 
This 
is not by any means impossible or even im­ 
probable, and the hope will he clu ng to for 
Weeks if nothing more is heard. 


T he White Cu ps in Du boise cou nty, Ind. 
arou sed themselves from a condition of in 
nocu ou s desu etu de Thu rsday moraine, in 
order to whip John Lansford, a road su rvey­ 
or, for impou nding their hogs. 
When they 
arrived at his hou se at 1 p. m. and proceeded 
to go throu gh Ill’s premises he opened fire u p­ 
on them with a dou ble-barrelied shot-gu n. 
They retu rned the tire, whereu pon lie took 
dow n a brace of seven-shooter pistols and con­ 
tinu ed the defense. 
The resu lt was a retreat 
of the White Caps with three wou nded men 
who had to be carried on the shou lders of 
their comrades. 
Lansford’s son received a 
slight flesh wou nd. 


N a n c y B bo o k s of Ohio was granted yes­ 
terday the pension that was denied her when 
the Bu reau was in Democratic hands. 
Her 
son, a soldier, was drowned in West Virginia 
while bathing. Commissioner Black rejected 
the claim on the grou nd that “his death had 
no direct connection with his military du ty.” 
Assistant Secretary Bu ssey decides that ho 
was obeying the command of his su perior of­ 
ficer to keep himself in a cleanly condition. 
The average Democrat may remaik that this 
is a strained or dou btfu l constru ction of facts, 
hu t patriotic men will be pleased to observe 
that the soldier gets the benefit of the dou bt 
every time u nder the new order of things. 


H e r be r t F. B e e c he r , son of Henry Ward 
Beecher, has been indicted, along with two 
others, at Port Townsend, Washington Ter­ 
ritory, for stealing money from the govern­ 
ment. 
These men held offices in the cu stom 
hou se, and systematically robbed the govern­ 
ment by reporting smaller amou nts than 
were collected. 
Thu s, on the British bark 
Madeira, which came into the port last Ju ne, 
du ties amou nting to $6,038 were collected, 
bu t only $5.044 was reported to the govern­ 
ment. 
The stealings amou nted to many 
thou sand dollars a year. 
Beecher was “ u n­ 
der a clou d” when Mr. Cleveland appointed 
him, as a reward for his father’s su pport in 
1884. 
A term in prison seems necessary to 
straighten ou t his moral crookedness. 


Som e orphans are badly needed in Pou gh­ 
keepsie. 
The will of Jolm Gu y Vassar be­ 
qu eathed $80,000 for the bu ilding of an 
orphan asylu m and $100,000 for the su pport 
of the inmateS, who are to be indigent and 
legitimate orphans of Du tchess cou nty. 
The 
Ea g le recently started an inqu iry concerning 
the prospect for hoarders, and has received 
retu rns from fifteen towns. 
In these there 
are only two children who can enter the in­ 
stitu tion u nder the terms of the will. 
There 
are five towns yet to hear from, bu t they arc 
not expected to yield au y orphans. The pros­ 
pect for the two children who are to live in 
an $80,000 edifice and cat u p the income of 
a $100,000 investment 
is overwhelming. 
They realize that it was better to be bora 
lu cky than. rich. 


A T r ibu n e reporter has heard from a 
you ng New York mechanic who went to 
Washington Territory last fall.

that he is earning between $40 and $.50 a 
week at his trade and did not wear an over­ 
coat or gloves du ring the winter.

S yd n e y, N. S. W., April 13—The Ger­ 
man warship Olga, which was stranded du r­ 
ing the recent hu rricane at Samoa, has nr 
rived here for tlie pu rpose of repairing its 
damages, which are slight. 
It brou ght from 
Apia the Commander, two officers and 80 of 
the crew of the German warship Adder, which 
was wrecked in the same storm. 
The screw 
steamer Rockton, of 1,108 tons, w ill proceed 
from here to Samoa, where it will take on 
hoard the crews of the wrecked American 
war ships. 
It will then convey them to San- 
Franciseo. 
The steamer Lu beck, from Apia April 2, 
has arrived here. 
It reports that the Nipsie 
is so badly Inju red that. it is dou btfu l whether 
it will 
lie aide to ret n in to the United 
» States. 
A large nu mber of the bodies of the officers 
and men of the variou s ships who were 
drowned du ring the storm have been recov 
ered and bu ried. 
The officers of the wrecked German war­ 
ship Eber were also ou board the Lu brelc. 
They will proceed to Germany on the steamer 
Hapsbu rg, which sails from here April 24. 
One hu ndred men belonging to the German 
fleet, inclu ding three officers, remain at Apia 
to gu ard German interests.

PEERLESS DYES

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THE OKLAHOMA HUS H. 


There are p lenty of p redictions of serious 
tro uble in the Oklahoma lands on and after 
the 22d inst. 
The section thrown op en to 
settlement comp rises only 2,000,000 acres, and 
it is estimated that not few« r than 100,000 
boomers are p rep aring to swoop down up on 
the territory on the first day, p rep ared to 
claim 100 acres each and to defend it with re­ 
v olv er and bowie knife. The univ ersal anx­ 
iety that p rev ails ov er what may hap p en will 
p robably induce the gov ernment to establish 
thorough p rev entiv e measures. “ Forewarned 
is foreaimed,” and the gov ernment that has 
thrown op en die rich and greatly cov eted area 
to the American p eop le will p robably be p re­ 
p ared to p rotect them from harm in their 
efforts to secure a home. 
Ev entually there 
will be an adjustment which will not leav e 
the territory ov ercrowded. 
A great many 
p eop le are going forward without means to 
maintain an existence till the first crop is 
grown. 
Others will squat up on the lands of 
the Cherokee outlet and remain there until 
the negotiations with the Indians for the 
transfer of this land to the gov ernment are 
comp leted. 
The Indians own these lands,are 
greatly attached to them, and do not wish to 
sell them, but they are sufficiently intelligent 
to know that they must get out of the way. 
They hav e no rights which a white boomer 
feels bound to resp ect, and the utmost that 
the gov ernment can undertake to do is to hold 
the adv enturers in cheek till the sav ages hav e 
time to dep art in p eace. 
Then when nego­ 
tiations are comp leted there will Ik; another 
rush, to 1k‘ rep eated until the entire Indian 
territory is absorbed and cov ered, and the In­ 
dians are huddled into a corner. 
The red 
man, in refusing to accep t white civ ilization, 
doomed himself to extermination. 
His only 
chance in life is to become civ ilized, obtain 
the rights and assume the resp onsibilities of 
citizenship , and become a white man in all 
resp ects excep t color. 
He cannot maintain a 
sep arate existence as a sav age, but he can 
p ermit himself to lie absorbed into the white 
p op ulation and assimilated. 
The Oklahoma and Cherokee strip s to­ 
gether comp rise a territory larger than Mary­ 
land, and the actual settlers up on the former 
and squatters up on the latter are likely to 
cov er ev ery acre of av ailable farming land 
before the middle of May. 
There is of course a chance for bloody 
work in this rush of bold and desp erate men, 
but we look to the gov ernment to p rev ent 
this. 
The W ar Dep artment is taking the 
necessary step s with p romp tness and energy to 
p reserv e p eace. 
The more serious question 
is that of rendering to the Indian owners of 
the lands up on which white men hav e cast 
their eyes exact justice. 
They must sell their 
lands, but they should not 1m* denied an hon­ 
e d equiv alent or rudely hustled ofT without 
time to p rep are other homes. 


A CHANCE IV R AN AMBITIOUS COUNTY. 


Mr. Husted’s bill for the remov al of the 
sta te p rison from Sing Sing p assed the Assem­ 
bly yesterday with only two op p osing v otes. 
This unanimity indicates the p op ularity of 
the measure, and renders p robable its p assage 
by the Senate and its ap p rov al bv the Gov ­ 
erno r, Sing Sing is v ery tired of the p rison 
in its midst. 
It has a laudable ambition to 
beco me a school town and a center of all 
go o d influences. 
Its nearness to New-Aork 
wo uld naturally cause it to be sought also as 
a p lace of residence or of summer resort hv 
business men who wish rural life for their 
fa milies while attending to business affairs 
themselv es. 
But the p rison blocks p rogress. 
The town of Ossining, in which Sing Sing is 
situa ted, cast only 223 more v otes for Fiesi. 
dent in 18*8 than in 1880, a gain of less than 
13 p er cent. The gain in Westchester county 
entire in the same jieriod was 10,520, or more 
than 41 p er cent. 
The p rison has p rov ed a 
blight to the town. 
The bill p rov ides for the ap p ointment of a 
commission to p rov ide for the remov al of the 
p rison to some other site in a county east of 
the sixth judicial district. 
The eastern coun­ 
ties of that district are Delaware and Otsego. 
The counties lying due east of these are 
Schoharie, Albany, Rensselaer, Greene, Co­ 
lumbia, Ulster and Dutchess. In one of these 
sev en counties the institution is therefore 
likely to lie p lanted. 
It cannot go farther 
north without intrenching up on the domain 
of Dannemorn or south without encounter 
ing the objections 
that are driv ing 
it 
out 
of 
Sing 
Sing. 
Mr. 
Hustcd 
stated in his sp eech in sup p ort of the bill the 
op inion that the p rison should be p laced 
somewhere where conv icts could work at 
qua rry ing, agriculture and other things which 
would not interfere with honest labor. 
In 
this remark he ev idently' had his mind on Ul­ 
ster co unty . 
The F r e e m an lias sev eral times suggested 
that the p lace for a great p rison is in the 
Catskill regions, where timber and stone are 
abundant. 
Here land is cheap ,and the build­ 
ings and walls could be constructed from the 
material at hand. 
The op p ortunities for em­ 
p loyment at quarrying are limitless, and a big 
and fertile farm could be ev olv ed from the 
v a lley s and mountain slop es. 
A great and 
p rofitable 
market 
for 
farm 
p roducts 
W'ould 
also 
be 
created, 
and 
sev 
era l 
lines 
of 
manufacture 
would 
find p rofitable sup p ort from p rison p attonage. 
The v igorous air of the mountains would 
so o o silence all comp laints of the decline of 
the hea lth of the conv icts or of the decay of 
their mental faculties. 
The remov al of Sing 
Sing priso n, which is almost certain to take 
pla ce, op ens some v ery desirable p ossibilities 
fo r Ulster county if the op p ortunity is im- 
pro v ed. We do not want the p rison in Kings, 
to n. in Saugerties or any other centre of p op ­ 
ula tio n, but among the mountains it would be 
inno cuo us.

newsp ap ers. 
This left the latter no re­ 
source excep t I he mails, which ran only 
once or twice a dav , and not always at an 
hour conv enient for p ublication. A modifica­ 
tion was sought, but the l*est that could be 
obtained was a p ermission to the trains to 
carry the matter if it was p laced in gov ern­ 
ment env elop es bearing the embossed stamp . 
This was still v ery inconv enient, and im­ 
p osed a heav y and useless tax. 
A change of administration gav e the news­ 
p ap ers a chance to ap p eal, with the hop e of 
securing more liberal treatment. The subject 
was p resented to Postmaster General Wana- 
maker through Russell B. Harrison, a news­ 
p ap er p ublisher and the son of the President.

THE OKLAHOMA HUSH. 
There are plenty of predictions of serious 
trouble in the Oklahoma lands on and after 
the 22d inst. The section thrown open to 
settlement com prises only 2,000,000 acres, and 
it is estimated that not fewer than 100,000 
boomers are preparing to swoop down upon 
the territory on the first day, prepared to 
claim 160 acres each and to defend it with re­ 
volver and bowie knife. The universal anx­ 
iety that prevails over what may happen will 
probably induce the government to establish 
thorough preventive measures “Forewarned 
is forearmed,” and the government that has 
thrown open the rich and greatly coveted area 
to the American people will probably lie pre­ 
pared to protect them from harm in their 
efforts to secure a home. Eventually there 
will be an adjustment which will not leave 
the territory overcrowded. A great many 
people are going forward without means to 
maintain an existence till the first crop is 
grown. Others will squat upou the lands of 
the Cherokee outlet and remain there until 
the negotiations with the Indians for the 
transfer of this land to the government are 
completed. The Indians own these lands,are 
greatly attached to them, and do not wish to 
sell them, but they are sufficiently intelligent 
to know that they must get out of the way. 
They have no rights which a white boomer 
feels bound to respect, and the utmost that 
the government can undertake to do is to hold 
the adventurers in cheek till the savages have 
time to depart in peace. Then when nego 
tiations are completed there will be another 
rush, to lie repeated until the entire Indian 
territory is absorbed and covered, and the In 
dians are huddled into a corner. The red 
man, in refusing to accept white civilization 
doomed himself to extermination, llis only 
chance in life is to become civilized, obtain 
the rights and assume the responsibilities of 
citizenship, and become a white man in all 
respects except color. He cannot maintain a 
separate existence as a savage, but he can 
permit himself to be absorbed into the white 
population and assimilated. 
The Oklahoma and Cherokee strips to 
gether comprise a territory larger than Mary 
land, and the actual settlers upon the former 
and squatters upon the latter are likely 
cover every acre of available farming land 
before the middle of May. 
There is of course a chance for bloody 
work in this rush of bold and desperate men 
but we look to the government to prevent 
this. The War Department is taking the 
necessary steps with promptness and energy to 
preserve peace. The more serious question 
is that of rendering to the Indian owners of 
the lands upon which white men have east 
their eyes exact justice. They must sell their 
lands, but they should not lie denied an hon­ 
ed equivalent or rudely hustled oil without 
time to prepare other homes.

PUBLIC OPINION. 


A CHANCE FOR AN AMBITIOUS COUNTY. 
Mr. Husted’s bill for the removal of the 
state prison from Sing Sing passed the Assem­ 
bly yesterday with only two opposing votes. 
This unanimity indicates the popularity of 
the measure, and renders probable its passage 
by the Senate and its approval liv the Gov 
ernor, Sing Sing is very tired of the prison 
in its midst. It has a laudable ambition to 
become a school town and a center of all 
good influences. Its nearness to New-York 
would naturally cause it to be sought also as 
a place of residence or of summer resort by 
business men who wish rural life for their 
families while attending to business afTairs 
themselves. But the prison blocks progress. 
The town of Ossining, in wl.ich Sing Sing is 
situated, cast only 223 more votes for Fiesi. 
dent in 1888 than in 1880, a gain of less than 
13 per cent. The gain in Westchester county 
entire in the same period was 10,520, or more 
than 41 per cent. The prison has proved a 
blight to the town. 
The bill provides for the appointment of a 
commission to provide for the removal of the 
prison to some other site in a county east of 
the sixth judicial district. The eastern coun­ 
ties of that district are Delaware and Otsego. 
The counties lying due east of these are 
Schoharie, Albany, Rensselaer, Greene, Co­ 
lumbia, Ulster and Dutchess. In one of these 
seven counties the institution is therefore 
likely to Ik? planted. It cannot go farther 
north without intrenching upon the domain 
of Dannemora or south without encounter­ 
ing the objections that are driving it 
out 
of 
Ring 
Sing. 
Mr. 
Hustcd 
stated in his speech in support of the bill the 
opinion that the prison should be placed 
somewhere where convicts could work at 
quarrying, agriculture and other things which 
would not interfere with honest labor. In 
this remark he evidently had his mind on Ul­ 
ster county. 
The F re e m a n lias several times suggested 
that the place for a great prison is in the 
Catskill regions, where timber and stone are 
abundant. Here land is eheap.and the build­ 
ings and walls could be constructed from the 
material at band. The opportunities for em­ 
ployment at quarrying arc limitless, and a big 
and fertile farm could be evolved from the 
valleys and mountain slopes. A great and 
profitable market

would 
also 
l»e 
created, 
and 
sev­ 
eral 
lines 
of 
manufacture 
would 
find profitable support from prison patronage. 
The vigorous air of the mountains would 
soon silence all complaints of the decline of 
the health of the convicts or of the decay of 
their mental faculties. The removal of Sing 
Ring prison, which is almost certain to take 
place, opens some very desirable possibilities 
for Ulster county if the opportunity is irn. 
proved. We do not want the prison in Kings, 
ton, in Saugerties or any other centre of pop­ 
ulation, but among the mountains it would be 
innocuous. 
OF INTEREST TO ALL WHO READ. 
The new Postmaster General has cut the 
bungling and cumbersome red tape with 
which the late administration tied up the 
newspaper service on trains, and it has been 
done through the exertions of Hon. E. Pren­ 
tiss Bailey, of the Utica Observer, a Demo­ 
cratic editor and Postmaster. For years the 
n jwspaper reporters and correspondents had 
been permitted to send their “ copy” by 
trains other than those carrying mails, the 
service being generally rendered by employes 
in the baggage departments of the roads. A

vert o n Ilasbro uck-avenue, reco mmending 
that it be co vered. 
After so me discussio n, Co rpo ratio n Co un­ 
sel Hasbro uck stated that as there was a suit 
pending it better remain as it was fo r the 
present as a reso lutio n m ight prejudice the 
actio u. 
A mo tio n o f Alderman WieberMo lay the 
co mmunicatio n o n the table was carried. 
Co mmunicatio ns were read fro m the Steam 
Bo iler Co mpany o f Harrisburg, and o f Avel- 
ing & Po rter regarding a trial o f their steam 
ro llers. 
The H arrisburg Co mpany said they 
wo uld accept the pro po sitio n to co mpete, 
with the understanding that the best ro ller 
sho uld be pro m ptly purchased by the City. 
The o ther ro ller co mpany in a lo ng letter 
stated they wo uld o nly co mpete under the 
express co nditio n that the steam ro ller ma­ 
chines sho uld be placed in the hands o f ex­ 
pert engineers, suggesting the name o f P ro ­ 
fesso r Thursto n, o f Co rnell, as o ne o f the ex­ 
perts.

A session of the Common Council of this 
City was held in the Cily Ilall last night. 
Mayor N ew kirk presided, 


A SUMMONS. 
The Mayor notified the Common Council 
that lie had received a summons in a civil ac­ 
tion against the City for dam ages, to appear 
at the office of ’Squire Brill, the plaintiff be­ 
ing Alva D. Spencer. 
On motion of Alderman Brinnier, the Cor­ 
poration Counsel was directed to defend. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
A communication 
from 
the Board of 
Health, declaring the swamp below North- 
Front-street a nuisance, and recomm ending 
its suppression, was read; also report of 
City Engineer Sears, recomm ending three 
methods for remedying the difficulty, one of 
which was to fill by making it a dumping 
ground. 
A fter remarks by Aldermen Kraft, Ham ­ 
burger, Dederick and Brinnier, Alderman 
Thompson said: “ This matter has been re­ 
ferred to the Board of Health. 
I think the 
Board has shirked its duty. 
I m ove it be re­ 
ferred back.” 
It was carried. 
A communication was read from the Board 
of Health in relation to a com plaint of Joshua 
Dernby about the condition o f an open cul­ 
vert on Ilasbrouck-avenue. 
recommending 
that it be covered. 
After some discussion, Corporation Coun­ 
sel Hasbrouck stated that as there was a suit 
pending it better remain as it was for the 
present as a resolution m ight prejudice the 
action, 
A motion of Alderman W ieb erio lay the 
communication on the table was carried. 
Communications were read from the Steam 
Boiler Company of Harrisburg, and of Avel- 
ing & Porter regarding a trial of their steam 
rollers. 
The Harrisburg Company said they 
would accept the proposition to compete, 
with the understanding that the best roller 
should be promptly purchased by the City. 
T he other roller company in a long letter 
stated they would only com pete under the 
express condition that the steam roller ma­ 
chines should be placed in the hands of ex­ 
pert engineers, suggesting the name of Pro­ 
fessor Thurston, of Cornell, as one of the ex­ 
perts. 
Alderman Dolson moved that the com m u­ 
nications he received and tiled, and the par­ 
ties be notified “ if they come here they must 
do so at tneir own expense.” 
This caused considerable debate, in which 
Aldermen Beck, Brinnier, Dolsou, Wieher, 
North, Dederick and Kraft took part. 
Corporation Counsel Hasbrouck was asked 
the question whether the City w ould be 
hound to purchase a roller if iio attention 
were paid to the letters. Mr. Hasbrouck said 
that if nothing were said it might he con­ 
strued into an acquiescence of the terms 
stated in the letters, therefore, it would he 
better to direct the Clerk to notify them that 
the Common Council does not agree to pur­ 
chase. 
A resolution of Alderman Dolson that the 
City will not hind itself to buy said rollers 
or either of them, was adopted. 


RBAD AND REFURRED. 
Claims against the City were read and re­ 
ferred to the Auditing Committee. 
WATER FOR “ PROMISED LAND.” 
Alderman Dolson said that section of the 
City known as the “ Promised L an d ” de­ 
sired water, and he moved the question of 
extending the water main he referred to the 
W ater Committee to report. 
Alderman Thompson— “ Have you any 
idea of the number of hydrants T ” 
Alderman Dederick— “ It w ill take seven 
hydrants.” 
The resolution was carried. 
MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS. 
Alderman Kraft said lie had been informed 
by the Corporation Counsel that the vote 
taken on the ordinances to sewer the First 
Ward m ust be taken separately upon each 
ordinance, and he moved they he voted upon 
separately. 
This was done, and the three ordinances 
were adopted, as heretofore published. 
On m otion of Alderman Brinnier Charles 
Vogel was iriven permission to place build­ 
ing material on Fair-street, and on motion of 
Alderman Wielier, permission was given to 
John M cCullough and Albert Mauterstock to 
place building material on Unlon-avenue 
Alderman Kraft moved that the Commit­ 
tee on Sewers examine the surface water 
ditches on Foxhall-avenue where the Ulster 
& Delaware Railroad crosses, and on Green- 
street, corner of Pearl, to see if it w ill he 
practicable tc cover the same. 
Carried. 
On motion of Alderman Dolson a request 
of Peter Lofton to tap the Union-ovenue 
sewer was referred to the Board of Health. 
On motion of Alderman N oith it was de­ 
cided when the Common Council adjourn it 
he for tw o weeks. 
Alderman Kraft said a water crane on 
Crown street used to fill street sprinkling 
carts roiled the water in the vicinity where it 
was located, so it was unfit for use, and he 
moved the Committee on W ater Supply ex­ 
amine into the matter and try to remedy it. 
Alderman Thompson thought the Water 
Company should be notified to open the 
hydrants and clean out the pipes. 
Alderman Dolson said the question had 
been before the Water Committee for two 
years. 
Alderman Wieber said it was the business 
of the people concerned to go direct to the 
W ater Company. 
Alderman North said if it was a nuisance, 
and it clearly wus a nuisance to the people 
trqtiud there, it should be attended to. 
The resolution of Alderman Kraft was car 
ried. 
COMMITTEE REPORTS. 
Alderman Brinnier, of the Committee on 
Streets, reported the Street Superintendent 
had done some repairing to the D evil’s Lake 
Road. 
Tim e was asked in regard to the 
bridge extension. 
He suggested that the 
Corporation Counsel and City Engineer ex­ 
amine into the title of a little point of land 
on the westerly corner of Hasbrouck and 
Delaware-avenues, claimed by the Ulster & 
Delaware Railroad. 
On motiou of Alderman Thom pson the re­ 
port was adopted. 
Alderman Dolson, of the Fire Committee, 
reported that thev had exam ined the Abeel- 
street engine house and ascertained repairs 
needed. ~The Company asked for an exten­ 
sion on the rear of the building, 25 by 30, two 
stories high, overhaul roof and other repairs. 
Total cost $2,100. 
Alderman Wieber moved the report be 
adopted and Committee directed to make the 
necessary repairs, and put on the addition, 
cost not to exceed $2,100. 
Alderman Kraft spoke at length in favor 
of the resolution. “ I hope members who are 
in favor of this expenditure will feel as lib­ 
eral in their direction when matters which 
benefit the whole City com e u p .” 
Mayor Newkirk called Alderman Murray 
to the chair. 
. 
. , 
T he Mayor said $10,000 were being paid 
each year for water for fire purposes,and about 
$7 000 were drawn lust year for expense to 
fire apparatus and other matters pertaining 
to the Fire Department. T he tw o sums added 
together make half the am ount of taxes al 
lowed for Citv purposes. 
He said that lie 
the Mayor— would he held accountable, and 
the Aldermen should be w illin g to shoulder 
with him the responsibility. 
He suggested 
that it. would be more beneficial to repair the 
streets, and suggested that some repairs be 
made to the engine house and the question of 
putting on an addition be deferred until next

Alderman Brinnier said he w as in favor of

Alderman Wieber said that it should he at­ 
tended to immediately. 
“ W e either want it 
fixed now, or we don’t want it. 
The build­ 
ing is in a had shape, and the am ount asked 
for is sm all.” 
Alderman Dolson 
said the 
Committee 
recommended the work he done. 
The resolution to lay it on the table was 
lost, and the resolution directing the Com­ 
mittee to hare the work done was carried. 
Alderman Dolson, of the same Committee, 
reported in favor of the extension of 12 feet 
in the rear of Excelsior 
Hose 
Company’s 
House on Ilurley-avenue, cost $450, and that 
roof of old building be repaired. 
On motion of Alderman Coogan the report 
was adopted aud work ordered done, the ex­ 
pense not to exceed $450. 
Alderman Dolson further reported that 
water from the roof of a building owned by 
J. M. Mayer ran against the side of the Mill 
street engine house, injuring the brick wall. 
He recommended that it he tinned. 
It would 
probably cost $10. 
Alderman Hamburger thought that Mr. 
Mayer should he responsible for it, and Alder­ 
man Thompson moved it he referred to the 
City Engineer to report. 
Carried. 
Alderman Dolsou reported that John A. 
O’Toole was entitled to a fireman’s exempt 
certificate. 
Adopted. 
Alderman W ieber, of the Committee on 
Sewers, reported in relation to the sewer on 
the W ilbur road, leading to P ettit’s mill; that 
that they found an open sewer that leads 
from W all street to Pettit’s dam , hut it was 
filled up. Some of the people wanted a sewer 
there that would cost $8,000. 
lie recom­ 
mended the Street Superintendent clean this 
sewer out which he thought w ould remedy 
the matter at present. He also reported favor­ 
ably to repairing the wall on ’ W ilbur brook. 
Adopted. 
Alderman Wieher reported in relation to 
the complaint of F. Cross, on Hasbrouck- 
avenue; that the Committee had directed the 
Street Superintendent to m ake necessary re­ 
pairs. 
Adopted. 
Alderman Thompson, of the Committee on 
Water Supply, reported in favor of two lire 
hydrants on Chestnut-street, near the school 
house, and two hydrants on Chester-street, 
near W oolsey’s Commons. 
Adopted. 
Alderman Beck, of the 
Committee on 
Lamps, reported recomm ending the placing 
of one lamp on Abeel-street, near Sw eeney’s 
stone-yard. 
Adopted. 
Alderman North said that A. Terry had 
been repairing the road near his hriek-yanl, 
and asked that the City furnish two lamps to 
he placed there to protect the travelling pub­ 
lic. 
He moved that the Street Superintend­ 
ent be directed to furnish him

lamps. 
Carried. 


QUESTION OF TITLE. 
James Cummings was heard in 
the statement that lie occupied a 
the lot of Excelsior Engine House on Hurley- 
avenue.

ago, and the question of title could easily he 
settled.

In Southern 
Minnesota and Southern Dakota the seeding 
is practically over, and some of the early 
sown grain lias sprouted and began to grow. 
In the central section about one-half the seed 
is in and in the northern wheat belt,including 
the Red River Valley, 
about one third the 
seeding has been done except on the Bonanza 
wheat farms, where the sowers have practi­ 
cally completed their work 
But while the 
land is iu prime condition for working it is 
too dry to give the seed a good start. 
Every 
report received, with the exception of two or 
three out of several hundred, mentions the 
dryness of the soil and the immediate need of 
rain. 
T he storm of Thursday encouraged the 
farmers to believe that the dry spell had been 
broken, hut a steady rain, lasting four or five 
days, is needed to place the soil in proper 
condition. 
With resi»ect to acreage there 
w ill be an increase over last year, due to 
various causes. 
It w ill probably average 
about 10 per cent.

It is only with feelings of the greatest 
pleasure that any one interested in the pro­ 
gress of art in our country can visit the pres­ 
ent exhibition of paintings, recently opened 
at the Academy of Design, corner of Fourth- 
avenue and Twenty-third-street. 
If one but 
walks through the various galleries glancing 
only in a general way at the many canvases 
upon the walls, he cannot help but notice the 
general improvement in the variety of sub­ 
jects and the character of the work. 
O rly 
comparatively a few years ago the pictuies 
were small in size;Unimportant in subject ai d 
monotonous and mediocre iu tone and tech­ 
nique, or else mere daubs. 
FINE ART COLLECTION. 
There are 547 canvases upon the walls, 
many of them of a very ’arge size, which 
makes the number smaller than at some 
other exhibitions, but adds a value to the col­ 
lection. 
The H anging Committee have done 
their work 
tolerably well, although, of 
course, there are many dissatisfied ones, every 
one could not have the place of honor, which 
is directly opposite the entrance from the cor 
ridor into the 
large 
south gallery, the

Clarke Prize, $300, is for the best American 
figure composition, painted in the United 
States by an American citizen without limi 
tation of age.

$300, $200 and $100, for the three best Am er­ 
ican pictures, painted by American citizens 
under 35 years of age.

Dodge Prize, $300, for the best picture paint 
ed in the United States by a woman.

OCCUPIES n.A C E OF HONOR. 
Thomas Ilovender’s very excellent picture 
“ In the Hands of the Enemy ” [after Get 
tysburg] occupies the place of honor in the 
present exhibition. 
And indeed it deserves 
it, for it is well composed, admirably painted 
and harmonious iu colors. 
The wounded sol 
dicr in his war-worn garments is tenderly 
cared for by his enemies. 
Seated in the most 
comfortable chair in tlie tidy living room of 
the family, his bead thrown back witli the 
agonized expression of pain on his face, while 
a comrade dresses his wounded foot, the fam 
iiy group of father, mother and daughter, re 
gard him with the most affectionate solici 
tilde. You can feel the sweetness of the good 
mother’s face even though her back is turned 
toward you and the charming expression of 
the young girl speaks for itself. 
On eitlie 
side of this are two strong and well painted 
landscapes, the finest in the exhibition. 
The 
better oneof the two is by R. M. Shurtleff, th 
artist soldier of whom I wrote you some time 
ago, the hero of the first flag captured by the 
enemy. 
It is truly a magnificent representa 
tion of the most charming bit of woody in 
terior found am ong the wilds of the Adi 
roudaeks. 
“ When 
Forest 
Leaves

Bright” well represents it, and the sunlight 
and shadow seein to be chasing each othe 
here and there amongst the leaves and boughs 
until the forest seems fairly aglow with 
brightness. 
Just such a path through the 
woods, over which one would love to saunter 
on a bright October day and dream and revel 
and forget the outside world.

Their are plenty of predictions of serious 
trouble in the O klnlioma lands on nnd after 
the 22d inst. 
The section thrown open to 
aettlement comprises only 2.000,000 acres, and 
it la estimated that not few< r than 100,000 
boomers are preparing to swoop down upon 
the territory on the first day, prepared to 
claim 160 acres each and to defend it with re 
▼olver and bowie knife. 
The universal nnx 
iety that prevails over what may happen will 
probably induce the governm ent to establish 
thorough preventive measures ••Forewarned 
Is forearm ed,” and the governm ent that has 
thrown open the rich and greatly coveted area 
to the American people will probably lie pre­ 
pared to protect them from harm iu their 
efforts to secure a home. 
Eventually there 
will lie an adjustm ent which will not leave 
the territory overcrowded. 
A great many 
people are going forward without means to 
m aintain an existence till the fir*-! crop is 
grown. 
Others will squat upon tile lands of 
the Cherokee outlet and remain there until 
the negotiations with the Indians fur the 
transfer of this land to the government are 
completed. 
The Indians own these lands,are 
greatly attached to them, and do not wish to 
sell them, but they are sufficiently intelligent 
to know that they must get out of the way. 
T hey have no rights which a white boomer 
feels bound to respect, and the utuio-t that 
the government can undertake to do is to hold 
the adventurers in check till the savages have 
tim e to depart in peace. 
Then w hen nego­ 
tiations are com pleted there will lie another 
rush, to Is* repeated until the entire Indian 
territory is nbsorlied nnd covered, and the In­ 
dians are huddled into a corner. 
The red 
man, in refusing to accept w hite civilization, 
doomed himself to extermination. 
His only 
chance in life is to become civilized, obtain 
the fields and assume the responsibilities of 
citizenship, and become a white man in all 
respects except color. 
Ile cannot m aintain a 
separate existence as a savage, but he can 
perm it himself to lie alisorbed into the white 
population and assimilated. 
The Oklahom a and Cherokee strips to­ 
gether comprise a territory larder than Mary 
land, aud the actual settlers upon the former 
and vpiatters upon the latter are likely to 
cover every acre of available farm ing land 
before the m iddle of May. 
There is of course a chance for bloody 
work in this rush of liold and desperate men, 
but we look to the government to prevent 
this. 
The War Departm ent is taking the 
necessary steps w ith promptness and energy to 
preserve |ieace. 
The more serious question 
is that of rendering to the indian ow ners of 
the lands upon which white men have cast 
their eyes exact justice. 
They must sell their 
toads, but they should not In* denied an hon 
e d equivalent or rudely hustled of! without 
time to prepare other homes.

Mr. B usted’* bill for the removal of the 
state prison from Ming Sing passed the Assem­ 
bly yesterday with only two o p iatin g votes. 
This unanim ity indicates the popularity of 
the measure, nnd rentiers probable its passant 
by the Senate and its approval bv the Gov 
ernor, 
Sing Sing is very tired of th** prison 
in its midst. 
It has a laudable am bition to 
become a school town anti a center of all 
good influences, 
Its nearness to New York 
woulti naturally cause it to lie sought also as 
a place of resilience or of sum m er resort by 
business men who wish rural life for their 
families while attending to business affairs 
themselves. 
Hut the prison blumes progress 
The tow n of Ossining, in which M ingling is 
situated, east only 223 more votes for Fit si 
dent in 1*m8 than iu 1880, a gain of less than 
13 tier cent. The gain in W estchester county 
entire in the same |M*riod was 10,520, or more 
than 41 per cent. 
The prison bus proved a 
blight to the town. 
The bill provides for the apjiointment of a 
commission to provide for the removal of tile 
prison to some other site in a county east of 
the sixth judicial district. 
The eastern coun­ 
ties of that district are Delaware* anti Otsego. 
The counties lying due east of these are* 
Schoharie, Albany, Rensselaer, Greene, Co­ 
lum bia, Ulster and Dutchess. In one of these 
seven counties the institution is therefore 
likely to In* planted.

cratic editor and Postmaster. 
For years the 
■ -wspaper reporters and correspondents had 
been permitted to senti their “ co p y ” by 
traloa other than those carrying mails, the 
aer fica being generally rendered by employes 
la the baggage departments of the roads.

Democratic Inspector conceived that this was 
a violation of the law, and several railroad 
I, desiring to be oh the safe side, , 


issued orders fdrhidding the employes from 
carrying 
news 
anti 
correspondence 
to 
newspapers. 
This left the latter 
no re­ 
source except the mails, which ran only 
once or twice a day, and not always at an 
hour convenient for publication. A modifica­ 
tion was sought, lait the licst that could be 
obtained was a permission to the trains to 
carry the m atter if it was placed in govern­ 
ment envelopes bearing tile embossed stamp. 
This was still very Inconvenient, and im ­ 
posed a heavy and useless tax. 
A change of administration gave the news­ 
papers a chance to appeal, with the hope of 
securing more liberal treatment. The subject 
was presented to Postm aster General Wana- 
innkcr through Russell B. Harrison, a news­ 
paper publisher anti the son of the President.
